BO large a proportion of their rovonuo 
..towards the laudable object of educat- 
ing the young. It must be beruo in 
-'itomd, however, that, in order to bo 
either just or successful, a system of 
education paid for whollyout of the 
public treasury must be broad enough 
and good enough to meet the reason- 
able wants of all. The pubhc schools 
should bo good enough and respect- 
able onougb to leave no reasonable ex- 
cuse for having recourse to private 
schools, save, perhaps, in the case of i 
those who can, wiibout hardship, in- , 
dulge in the luxury. Nay, more: any 
syatoru suaianied by all and profess- ^ 
iug to meet the wants of all must no- ; 
cessarily provide for the hi;;horbniurh- 
OB of education. Take tho case of this 
Proviuco at the present time: Tueru 
is not an institution iu the hind wiiero 
a collegiate education can bo ubtaincd, 
and the state system, with all its costly 
liberality, has nothing to ofi'or beyond 
"a common school education. The con- 
sequence is that a lii^dior education 
must be sought abroad, and there are 
at this moment a sufficient number from 
this Province pursuing their education 
in other countries to make a very fair 
beginning for an institution of higher 
learning here. All this is not only a 
loss to. the country but an obvious iu- 
justice'to those • parents .who, winle 
•JjAying their full quota towards the 
support of home education, are com- 
pelled to pay dearly for a foreign arti- 
cle, and, iu addition, must be widely 
separated trom their children; vi-iie 
the^^hildren grown up A) a certain 
extent aliens to thAT* adopted country. 
Itis timp, icnd more than time, that 
British Columbia possessed institutions 
of learning such as would obviate the 
necessity for all this. She might jios- 
Boss such institutions as would attract 
the youth of noigliboring countries. 
When one reads about eullegf's al- 
ready in operation or in conrKu uf iroc- 
tion in Manitoba, one cannot but blush 
for Columbia. We sincerely trust early 
steps will bo taken for the ostablish- 
raeut of some such institution of learn- 
ing as wo have indicated, so that both 
the children ond the money may be 
retained in the country.

natives under tlio f.vitlil'iil labors of tho 
Xow who aro pliilanthropie onongli to do- 
vote theiaaelvos and tliuu" 'ueaua towarda 
tho enlightenmiMit of the dark minds of 
thoHo l)j whom they are aurroundod. Iu 
this oity wo have two missions under tho 
V^iipervisioii. of the Methodist Church, a 
Ohinese miasion and an Indian mission. 
Tho ono auiongHt the Chinese if, nameil 
after its founder, ^Y. E. Sauford, Esq., of 
Hamilton, Ontario, "Tlio Hanford iMis- 
" sion." This gentleman is a wealtliy nior- 
<!hant who has always been noted for his 
Christian zeal and liberality, originated 
the mission by olloring to contribute SiOO 
per annum towards its support, and this, 
.tOKolher with other sul)si.'ription.'-,, enabled 
those intoreslo<l in tho Cliineso )-ui;e to es- 
tablish a day nehool wliich is pro^^ressiug 
satisfiieturily both nnaiorically and other- 
wise, liev. Mr. I'oUard auil his eolleagiio 
llov. Mr. Derrick conduct religions ser- 
vice among them every week. Blr. W. Mc- 
Kay is Superintendent of ;tho Sabbath 
fcjobool, iu wliich the Cliiuamen take a 
great ialorest, and wo uro informed by 
the teachers that llicy are very eager to 
learn the Eaglish ianguago, and that sev- 
eral of them are not los.j uiuvious to be- 
come acquainted witU the Christian reli- 
gion.

and Fort Uupert. Tho.ie tribes, who not 
long sinco were at war witli each othor 
&nd thirsted for one another's blood, may 
now ba seen sitting together in God's 

{ • ,Hoase, singing bis praises and reading 
His Holy VVord. Many of these, we nn- 
deratand, uie hopofully converted to God 
andcoiiducl theuiselves witii trno Chris- 
tian deporimeiit. This work has so in- 

' creased on tlio hands of tlie Society that 
it has boon deoraod uocossary to build a 
new church and sohool house. "We un- 
derstand that land has been purchased on 
' Herald street for this purpose, and that 
buihliug oporation.s will begin imme- 
diately. We have no doubt that llio Socie- 
ty will have tJio sympathy and assistance 
of the public in this wt^xk of benevolence.

It is idle to think of putting poor 
men on such land; an emigrant there 
ought not to think of making a settle- 
ment in that Country unless iio has at 
least c'lOOi) capital to start with, and I am 
sure iio man woiihl care to take his wife 
and children to settle there without he 
had company for his wife of her own 
sex.
